Onthe Ist of May, the AmericenCon- 
eress finished its tenethy session; just 
at the close of which, the Bill relative to 
the un-Intercourse law, ai-er undergo- 
ing various alterations and curtailments, 
obtained the fiaé of the President; and 
was, by his signature, converted into aa 
Act, te serve as a substitute for its puny 
predecessor, 

“Perheps no scheme ever more com- 
pletely disappointed the sanguine expec- 
tations of its prejectors, than the whole 
systemof Interdictions, LEmbargoes, Non- 
Intercourse, &c. which have annoyed and 
distressed the commercial interests of 
America, for nearly three years past -— 
France stiil persists in her decrees, her 
agerayations and insults; while Great 
Britain calmly continues her judicious 
and necessary Orders in Council, uaal- 
fected by either.

Yesterday arrived his Majesty’s Pack- 
et Duke of Montrose, Capt. Bluett, from 
New-York, and brigs Castor and Eliza 
from Liverpool, G. b. 

The Castor had 23 days passage, and 
brought London papers to the 25th uit.

They also 
add, that they were received with every 
mark of respect on their journey to ‘he 
capitol with the least difficulty or delay. 

The Master of an American vessel, 
which has been condemned at Christian- 
sand, in Norway, arrived in town vester- 
day. He states, that between forty and 
litty American vessels had been seized 
in Norway, and were in course of adju- 
dication. The slightest pretexts were 
made use of to cover these piracics. 
Some vessels were seized because they 
had been overhauled by British cruisers ; 
others fer irregularities in their papers ; 
andin one instance a vessel was condemn- 
ed because the super cargo was empow- 
ered io dispose of a share in her to any 
Amertcan citizen residing at Riga. A 
vest number of privateers were fitting 
out in the ports of Norway. 

Nothing had arrived when this paper 
vas put to press respecting the firing 
heard aiong the French Coast yesterday 
morning, as mentioned in our Dover ict- 
ter. 

Letters from Koningsberg, of the 8ih
